VOLUNTEER  DEFENSE  WORKERS 

The  volunteer  system  has  gone  into  effect. 
All  volunteers  are  to  report  for  the  hours  which 
they  indicated  on  the  nights  they  volunteered 
and  be  prepared  to  remain  to  the  full  duration 
of  their  period.    The  actual  assignment  of  the 
job  will  be  posted  on  the  board.    A  supervisor 
will  be  present  to  explain  the  function  and  to 
answer  any  questions  in  respect  to  your  duties. 
It  is  absolutely  essential  that  you  fulfill  the 
obligation  which  you  indicated  on  the  volunteer 
slip.    We  plan  mostly  to  cover  the  hours  from 
5  P.M.  to  midnight  every  night,  but  are  in  great 
need  of  volunteers  throiighout  Sunday,  that  is 
beginning  midnight  Saturday  night  and  continuing 
through  to  midnight  of  Sunday  night.    It  is 
preferable  that  the  period  donated  be  of  four 
hours  rather  than  of  smaller  periods  repeated 
twice  a  week.    All  employees  who  wish  to 
volmteer  may  do  so  evenings  on  L-3  which  is 
equipped  to  take  care  of  the  volunteers.  The 
response  has  been  excellent  and  we  hope  the 
attendance  will  be  equally  good.

DR.  DAN  H.  WITT 

Dr.  Dan  H.  Witt  died  in  the  hospital  after 
a  brief  illness  February  I5.    He  was  51  years 
of  age.    Bom  in  Charlottesville,  Va.,  Dr.  Witt 
received  his  M.  D.  at  the  University  of  Virginia, 
and  Interned  at  the  New  York  Hospital.  From  1920 
until  his  death  he  was  an  instructor  in  Medicine 
in  the  Cornell  Medical  College,  and  since  1932 
he  had  been  an  attending  i^sician  at  The  New 
York  Hospital.    In  World  War  I,  Dr.  Witt  served 
in  France  with  Base  Unit  No.  Al  with  the  rank 
of  Major  in  the  Medical  Corps.
